Yon Lersner Says He Will 


Not Be Party To Ex-

RESIGNS AS HEM OF

Berlin, Feb. 4. — (Havae) — Baron Kurt 


Von Lersner, head of the German mis- 
sion in Paris, has been relieved of that 
office. Baron Von Lensner, it is stated. 
bad received explicit orders to trans- 
mit- .the expected allied note on extradi- 
tion demands to his government. (Paris 
advices quote Von Lersner as declaring 
he had resigned rather than transmit 
the list of Germans demanded by the 
allies.)

Paris, Feb. 4.— The allied council of 
ambassadors was called into extraor- 
dinary session today to discuss the sit- 
uation created by the resignation of 
Baron Kurt von Lersner, head of the 
German mission here. The session was 
held in the French foreign office. 
Hugh C. Wallace, the American am- 
bassador, who attended the meeting, 
said afterwards that he had no state- 
ment to make regarding it. 


It was known that an official com- 
munique would be issued after the sec- 
ond meeting of the council, which was 
set for 630 this evening. 


Von Lersner, head of the German 
peace delegation here, returned to Pre- 
mier 
Millerand the list containing 
names of Germans whose extradition 
is " demanded by the allies which was 
handed to him last night and informed 
the premier that he has resigned and 
is leaving for Berlin by the first train. 


Leraner~ told the Associated Press 
his 'decision was in line with the atti- 
tude he had maintained throughout re- 
garding .the question of extradition. 
He declared he had held that no Ger- 
man officials could be instrumental in 
carrying out the extradition clauses of 
the treaty and consequently the matter, 
having come .up in a definite final form 
there was nothing left for him ' fo do 
but to resign and go home. 
Immediately after receiving the list 
last night. Baron von Lersner ad- 
dressed the following letter to Premier

In New York Market — 
Trading Is At_Standstill— 
Markets Demoralized. 


New York, Feb. 4.—The stock market 


was swept by a series of convulsive 
selling movements today in conse- 
quence of another crash in foreign ex- 
change. 
Prices were heavy .at the opening, I 


the market taking its cue from the 
British rate which fell sharply before 
the gong on the stock exchange sound- 
ed the opening hour. By midday the 
rate for demanl bills on London fell to 
$3.19, an overnight depreciation of 14 
cents and a decline from last week's 
final price of 31 cents. 
French, Italian, Belgian and various 


other rates gave way with the British 
quotations, reaching the lowest quota- 
tion in their history on this market. 
Reports from Montreal indicated that 
the American dollar had reached a new 
high premium in that market. 


Apart from the Violent upheavel in 
exchange, the stock market was beset 
by domestic difficulties, including tight 
money and further loan restrictions. 
Demands sterling rebounded in mid- 


afternoon trading to $3.31 after touch- 
ing $3.19 soon after noon. 
The rally was attributed to unofficial 
reports that Great Britain had prohlb-' 
ited the importation of cotton. There 
were similar recoveries 
in other ex- 
changes and the advances were so rapid 
dealers scarcely could follow the fluc- 
tations. 
London sterling dropped again to 


$3.21 1-4 shortly after 230 o'clock. 
Rates on call money advanced this 


afternoon to 25 per cent, a new high 
record for the year. 
In the stock market the list showed 
losses of from 1 to 10 points from last

Columbus, Feb. 4.—Are automobiles 
replacing horses? Is it true, as some 
say, that there is so little profit in the 
milk business that farmers are not 
raising cows and that the number in 
Ohio is decreasing? 
Interesting light is shed on both these 
questions by the annual livestock report 
of the Ohio Department of Agriculture 
and the United States Bureau of Crop 
estimates Issued today. 
While the number of autos increased 
greatly during l*lf. the number nf 
horses decreased in Ohio 18,000 and in 
the country 973,000. The drop in Ohio 
was from 891,000 on January 1,1»1». to 
87J.OOO on January 1. 1920. The slump 
in the nation for the corresponding 
period was from 21.482,000 to 21.109,- 
000.The ntomber of milch cows Increased 
97,358 In Ohio and the United States 
last year in spite of the complaint heard 
that most cows are money losers. 
There was a 3 percent Increase in Ohio, 
the total Jumping during the year from 
1.030.000 on January 1. 1919, to 1,0*1.- 
000 on January 1, 1920. This to an In- 
crease of 31,000 cows.

London, Jan. 27.—Petrograd is des- 
cribed as a city suffering from famine, 
cold, disease and- robbery 
in a report 
lust made by Professor Zeidler, presi- 
dent »f the Russian Red Cross society 
who has investigated conditions in the 
capitol. 
"Owing to the want of fuel the capi- 
tol Is becoming a desert" he says. 


"In a few houses only there are still 
some Inhabitants and'even "these gener- 
ally live hi their kitchens. Famine con- 
ditions in this city are terrible. If the 
population had not already accustom- 
ed itself to feeding oh what people in 
normal circumstances never eat at all, 
they 'would have no food whatever. 
"The water supply has stopped owing 
to the want of fuel and the inhabitants 
draw their supplies from the Neva 
canals, or use melted snow. Cold, hun- 
ger and dirt give rise to widespread epi- 
demics. Spotted trphus and Spanish 
influenza with various compUeCUons 
have put an end to the sufferings of 
many unfortunate people.

Washington, Feb. 4.—"Officiate of the 


United States" cooperated actively with 
the Russian Soviet in conducting prop- 
aganda designed to undermine the tan' 
perial German government, Ludwig C. 
A. K. Martens, representative of-'Soviet 
Russia in this country declared today 
before the senate investigating com- 
mittee. 
In response to questions by 


Chairman Hoses, Martens named Ray- 
mond Robins, formerly of the Red Cross 
organization in Russia, and "agents1' 
of the committee on public information. 


"At a tune when a branch of the 
United States government, during 1911 
was preparing the issuance of alleged 
documents on the basis of which it 
was implied that officials of the Soviet 
government were paid agents of the im- 
perial German government," Martens 
, 
said. • "My government was actively 
cooperating with agents of that branch - 
of the United States government in 
Soviet Russia hi circulating among the 
German army appeals to overthrow the 
German government." 


"Mr. Creel's bureau of public inform- 
ation," Martens said, "was the govern- 
ment branch and the "soiled Sisson 
documents" was the propaganda urideV 
preparation.

400 acres, with a rent roll of $15.000.- 
000 per year. This is not by any means 
the largest estate In London, however, 
though Its location makes it the most 
valuable. In South London is one es- 
tate which covers four square miles, 
and there are several exceeding two 
sqnare miles. Lord Howard de AVal- 
den's estate brings in rents to the 
amount of $10,000,000 per annum, and 
the 250 acres belonging to the duke of 
Bedford rent for f 10,500,000 per year. 
Lord, Northampton, the/ dote o£ Nor- 
follf; Lord Portman and Earl Cadogan 
each own around 200 seres t>f city 
property, and their rents run from 
about 55,000,000 to $8,000,000 per year 
each. Not a bad Idea to let a city like 
London grow up around one's farm.

Mr. Swasey was born in Exeter. N. 


H., December 19, 1846 and received his 
education in the district schools. He 
learned the machinists trade in Exeter, 
teginning his apprenticeship at the age 
of 18. 


At the age of 23 he went to the Pratt 


& Whitney company of Hartford. Conn.. 
and later went to Cleveland with that 
firm. The firm manufactures fine ma- 
chine tools and astronomical and other 
instruments of precision. 


He is the inventor of a number of 


of scientific instruments, including the 
Swasey range and position finder, used 
by artillery. Many of the important 
observatories of the country are equip- 
ped with telescope mountings built by 
his company. 


Mr. Swasey is the author of a num- 


ber of books and articles on scientific 
subjects and Holds memberships in num- 
erous engineering societies. 


In 1905 he was invested by Case 


School of Applied Science with the doc- 
torate of engineering and in 1910 he 
was granted the degree of doctor of 
science by Denison University. In 1900 
the French government made him a 
Chevalier of the Legion- of Honor be- 
cause of his achievements in the design 
and construction of astronomical instru- 
ments.

ROME TAKES BACK ITS OWN 


Demolition of 
Pretentious German 


Embassy in Eternal City Has 


• Deep Significance. 


Today on the Capttoline, the small- 


est geographically, bnt historically the 
moat Important of the famous seven 
hills of Rome, there Is the sound of 
hammering, the fall of masonry. Here, 
for many centuries, was centered the 
religious and political activity of the 
Roman empire, and here in the last 
half century Germany had established 
herself imperially, residentjally. 
In 


the Palazzo *Caffarelli. built near the 
site of the great temple of Jupiter, 
consecrated in B. C. 509, was the Ger- 
man embassy, with the throne of the 
emperor of Germany. Near at hand 
was the German Archaelogical Insti- 
tute, within -its garden the famous 
Tarpeian rock, to be visited of recent 
years only by obtaining the key of the 
gate from the German authorities. On 
the piazza. Romulus Is said to have 
founded bis asylum and here In the 
centuries before the Christian era. as 
in the middle ages, Rome bad the seat 
of her government. It was here that 
from house to house, from terrace to 
terrace. Germany up to the year 1914 
was steadily spreading her domains. 
The statue of Marcus Aurelius by 
Michael Angelo was In the piazza of 
the Capitoliue. so also were those of 
Constantine and his *on. bnt there 
was room for others. Today, however, 
the Palazzo Caffarelli with its six- 
teenth-century architectural beauties, 
and Its Teutonic decorations, is being 
removed from the capital in carts. The 
authorities have decided that this sev- 
enth hill of Rome belongs to the past 
of Italy and they seek beneath the 
floors of the German embassy further 
foundations of the great temple of 
Jupiter built by Tnrquin the superb, 
that other last of the kings.

MAKES NEW USE OF ECHOES 


Inventor's Idea May Do Away With 


the Old Practice Known aa 


"Heaving the Lead." 


An Inventor in Oakland, Gal., has 


found a new and practical u«se for 
echoes, and as a result the time may 
come when the practice of "heaving 
the lead" at sea will be known' only 
in historical novels and old maritime 
history. The marimeter. as the new 
device is called, sends a sound from 
the keel of the ship to the bottom of 
the sea; the sound comes-back as an 
echo, and the journey, automatically 
recorded on a diaphragm. Is translated 
Into terms of length. The report shows 
the depth of water between keel anel 
bottom, calculated from the known 
speed of the sound-wave in salt water, 
and the knowledge4 may be acquired at 
the rate of four soundings a minute, 
which Is very much faster than by the 
Older methods. The mnrimeter, to be 
sure, has only recently gone to sea. 
If indeed the steamer Governor, which 
will carry the first of them, has yet 
left dry dpck to Seattje, *Vas*. But 
the Instrument promises to add ma- 
terially to the security of ocean traf- 
fic.

Science and Sr*p Bubbles. 


Sir James Dewar, the English pro- 


fessor of chemistry, who 'has made 
soap babbles which he kept Intact for 
more than a year, says that when a 
soap babble become? very old, say In 
three or four days, it offers the only 
possible example of the molecule vis- 
ible to the naked eye. In the soap 
babble ordinarily there are about 100 
layers of molecules, but scientific treat- 
ment has produced black spots In 
which there is only a.single layer, so- 
thin that Sir James estimates' that It 
would take one and one-third mil- 
lion like it superimposed to make an 
Inch. 


Insures Crusoe's Musket. 


The musket said to have been given 


to Alexander Selkirk when he was put 
ashore on the Island of Juan Fernan- 
dez. 400 miles off the Chilean coast, 
has been going the rounds of British 
museums.

NO CHANGE IN HUMAN BONES 


Construction of Shoulder Blades Today 


the Sam* as Those of Sixty 


Centuries Ago. 


There has 
been no discernible 


change in the shoulder blade of man 
in the last 6.000 years, according to 
Dr. William W. Graves of St. Lonls. 
who spoke before the meeting of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 


Shoulder blades of Egyptian mum- 


mies. 6,000 years old, and those of 
Illinois river Indians, believed to be 
about the same age, are the same as 
those of the present-day men, accord- 
Ing to Doctor Graves. 


In July and August of last year Doc- 


tor Graves measured 1,500 shoulder 
blades of men and animals, endeavor- 
Ing to classify the differences in them. 
The.vertebral borders, with which he 
was particularly concerned, are the 
same in humans as in gorillas, chim- 
panzees and also in lower monkeys. 


Concerning the skeletons of Illinois 


river Indians, which he said appear 
to be between 4,000 and 6,000 years 
old, he was asked if he considered that 
proof that this continent was inhabit- 
ed then by humans whose physical 
type was as high as that of the Egyp- 
tians of that day. 
He said that he 


could not draw such a conclusion, al- 
though the shoulder blades are of the 
same type.
